Europe is willing also to send 
agricultural and mechanical experts to 
sid in the reconstruction of the vast na- 
tion, now ruled by the soviets. 
‘Europe asks in return that Russia 
isure the safety of foreign invest- 
ments and acknowledgment of her 
debts. 

The allied powers made these an- 
nouncements today in publishing the 
preamble to the reply, which is being 
drafted to Foreign Minister Tchitche- 
rin’s demand for recognition of the so- 
viet government and the grant of vast 
joans. 

Russia Demands Quick Answer. 


The preamble was made public a few 


hours after M. Tchitcherin had sent a:

cilities act to loan to investors in 
Russia. 

France is unable to promise 
financial aid owing to the recon- 
struction of its devastated regions, 
but offers seed, tractors, 1,200 lo- 
comotives, 35,000 freight cars, and 
3,500 passenger cars. | 

Italy promises financial codpera- 
tion and aid in reorganizing rail 
and water transportation in Rus- 
gia and the restoration of agricul- 
tural regions. | 

Japan has a credit of 8,000,000 
yen (about $4,000,000) to aid the 
Japanese industries in Russia. 

Belgium voted a credit of 250,- , 
000,000 francs (about $22,500,000) 
to aid its exporters dealing with 
Russia. 

Grant Right to Nationalize. 
Under articles of the note, which 
Were not made public, it is understood 
that the allies, including France, have 
agreed that Russia has a right to na- 
tionalize property. The allies propose 
terms under which Russia will restore 
the use of such property to pre-war 
foreign owners, but not actual title. 
The question of Russia's war debts 
Was referred to a committee to fix the 
percentage by which they will be writ- 
ten down. Mr. Lioyd George suggested 
referring the reduction to arbitrators 
bamed by the United States Supreme 
court or the league of nations. Pre- 
War debts of Ryssia were also referred 
to the legal mittee, as was the res- 
toration and compensation for private

“ Be united, come what may!” he 
urged them. ‘ There’s only one thing 
that stands between you and the posi- 
tive downward course for all the work- 
ers and that is your organizations of 
labor. Lose your confidence in your 
organizations and there is no hope 
against the great mass of the workers 
being driven down and down and down, 
unti¥? the dollar mark is the seal of 
Aynerica rather than the flag. 

“Stand by your fellows and then 
in so far as it is in my power you may 
be sure that I and the American Fed- 
eration of Labor are with you; that 
you may count on 100 per cent of as- 
sistance in any course you may pur- 
sue.” 

Question of Race Suicide. 

Emmet T. Flood, general organizer | 
for the federation of labor, in attack- 
ing the citizens’ committee, even went 
into the .question of race: suicide. 
“Why. those fellows on the citizens’ 
committee,” he said, “ are so busy with 
high handed contracts they haven't 
got any time left to give to the raising 
of families. I’ve got nine kids at 
home, and I'll venture to say that 
that’s more than the combined person- 
nel of the citizens’ committee can ac- 
count for.” 

Flood called Judge Landis a dema- 
gogue, but Mr. Gompers had no harsh 
names for him. 

“You must bear in mind,” Mr. 
Gompers said of Judge Landis, “ that 
he had the judicial trend of mind—and 
any one with'a judicial trend of mind, 
if @jven one inch of jurisdiction, will 
assume a mile. The mistake the build- | 
ing trades made was to agree to the 
selection of any judge of any court | 
as an arbitrator.’™ 

On the question of high wages Mr. | 
Gompers said: “Has the high wage 
ever injured a community or a country | 
or its industry or commerce? I say 
no. Show me the country where | 
wages are highest, and I'll show you, 
the country where commerce and in- 
dustry are at their highest stage of | 
development.”

Shortly after he returned to his home 
at'Gtencairn castle he became seriously 
ill and his ¢ondition was described as 
so bad that it would be impossible for 
aim ever to leave his bed. But he soon 
showed signs of improvement and 
early this year he w&s reported to have 
regained his health and spirits. 

Croker took a keen interest in the 
negotiations between Ireland and Eng. 
land looking to a settlement of the age- 
long controversy over freedom for Ire- 


When the treaty providing for the 
Free State was signed he gave it aa 
his opinion that by the pact Ireland 
gained practically everything fought 
for in the last 700 years. He believed 
98 per cent of the people in Adlerien 
were in favor of the treaty. 


FROM BOTTOM RUNG TO TOP... 

New York, April 29.—[Special. ]}—Be- 
ginning life on the ground floor, Bich- 
ard Croker fought himself up through 
the stages of gang leader, prize fighter. 
alderman, office holder, and finally lead- 
er of Tammany Hall. He was then 
powerful; he:.soon became rich. Ue 
ruled for a decade and then went back 
to his native Ireland as a country gen- 
tleman and a horseman. 

Born in Blackrock, County Cork, Ire- 
land, on Nov. 23, 1841, Richard Croker > 
was the son of Eyre Croot Croker, the 
village blacksmith. In 1846 Richard's 
father came to America with his wife 
and seven children. The father started 
life in New York as a veterinary sur- 
geon, but after a few years worked in 
the stables of the Harlem Car. com- 
pany. 

The story of ltiichard Croker’s schoo! 
‘days.is not long. At 15 it ended and he 
got a job in the Harlem machine shops. 

Was a Natural Leader. 

His prowess and natural gift for lead. 
ership soon made Croker the head of 
the old 4th avenue tunnel gang, which 
wielded some political influence. This 
work, with his promotion ‘of prixe 
fights, consurifed so much of 
time that he gave up his job in thema- 
chiné shop and devoted himself to “ poi- 
itics.” At 26 he was elected tothe 
board of aldermen and came under the 
notice of Tweed, who was then running 
Tammany Hall.

Authorities Renew Inquiry. 

The “ Will"’ mentioned by Dr. Nes- 
bit is the brother of John Wyman. It 
was on March 31 that Miss Hanna is 
believed to have disappeared. | 

With this new evidence Hoopeston 
authorities renewed their determina- 
tion to sift the relations of Wyman 
and Miss Hanna. Wyman has admit- 
ted improper relations with the girl, 
but denied any knowledge of her dis- 
appearance or death. 

While this part of the investigation 
was going forward it was discovered 
that nothing has been done toward 
analyzing the contents. of the dead 
girl's stomach. It was at first an- 
nounced that an analysis for poison 
was being conducted in the University 
of Illinois laboratories. Last night it 
was learn the viscera had not been 
gent to Champaign, but were being 
forwarded to Chicago for analysis. 

Wyman Denies He Was in Town. 

Since the discovery of the body the 
officials have attempted to establish 
Wyman's whereabouts on the day of 
the girl's disappearance. He was re- 
leased yesterday after thirty hours of 
severe questioning. He stoutly denied 
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for Thirty Years 


he was in Hoopeston on March 31 and 
declared he was in Palestine. 

The police believed- him, because 
after Miss Hanna’s disappearance and 
before the discovery of her body an 
effort was made to determine whether 
Wyman had eloped with her, and the 
chief of police, in a telephonic conver- 
sation with Wyman's mother in Pal- 
estine. learned he was at her home 
that day. | 

The discovery that Wyman had in- 
tended to go to Hoopeston was made 
by a representative of THE TRIBUNE, 
who called upon Dr. Nesbit.

MELLON HOLDS 
UP BLAIR RULING 
ON WILSON FUND 


Likens It to Roosevelt 
Foundation. 


Washington, D. C., April 29.—Secre- 
tary Mellon today ordered withdrawn, 
pending further consideration, the rul- 
ing of the internal revenue bureau 
that contributions to the Woodrow 


Wilson foundation were not exempt 
from income taxes. ates 

Announcement of Mr. Mellon’s action 
was made in a letter to Senator Glass 
of Virginia, made public tonight by the 
treasury. The letter was made public 
following a conference of Mr. Mellon, 
with Assistant Commissioner Smith of 
the revenue bureau, acting in the 
absence of Commissioner Blair. 

The letter to Senator Glass said: 

‘The question of whether the contri- 
butions to the Woodrow Wilson foun- 
dation were exempt from the federal 
income tax has only come to my atten- 
tion since the publicity given to the 
ruling made. While the case differs 
essentially from the McKinley Memo- 
rial association, it seems to me that in 
the present ruling due consideration 
has not been given to the effect of the 
congressional interpretation as to what 
constitutes an exclusively educationai 
purpose in the incorporation of the 
Roosevelt Memorial agsociation. 

“T have accordingly asked Commis- 
sioner Blair to have the ruling hevre- 
tofore made reviewed with a view to de- 
termining whether the contributions of 
the Woodrow Wilson foundation should 
not be treated in the same way as 
those made to the Roosevelt Memorial 
association. 

“Under the circumstances, it has 
seemed to me proper that I should ad- 
vise you of this action and that the 
ruling will be withdrawn pending fur- 
ther consideration of the matter.”

SHANGHAI, April 29.—[United 
Press.|}— Bombing planes defeated 
river gunboats in a battle at Canton, 
according to dispatches from that city 
received here today. 

Three planes of the Canton govern- 
ment attacked nine warships in the 
Pear] river when the crews were sus- 
pected of being sympathetic with the 
Peking government. 

A direct hit was scored on the, river 
cruiser Haichi. The bomb killed 
twenty sailors and wounded thirty and 
put the vessel out of action. The 
others surrendered. 

This was the first battle in history 
between air and water fleets. 

Prepared to Bombard Canton. 

According to the dispatches, nine 
warships were lying in the river, 
agents of President Sun Yat Sen asked 
the commanders to pledge neutrality 
during Sun Yat Sen’s expedition 
against Peking. 

This refers to the invasion of the 
territory of the Peking government by 
Gen. Chang Tso Ling, who has the 
backing of the Cantonese and who is 
now fighting outside Peking. . 

The fleet commanders refused to 
pledge neutrality and the Canton ‘gov- 
ernment thereupon demanded that the 
squadron be surrendered. 

This was refused and the gunboats 
cleared for action, evidently prepar- 
ing to bombard Canton. 

Planes Suddenly Attack. _ 
Suddenly three bombing. planes 
loomed into view over the vessels and 
commenced dropping explosives. All of 
the bombs landed in the river except 
the one which hit the Haichi.

Battle Still Raging. 


PEKING, April 30.—[By the Assoc-| 


ited Press.]—The battle between the 
armies of Gen. Chang Tso Ling, mili- 
tary governor of Manchuria, and Gen. 
Wu Pei Fu, military leader of central 
China, who are contending for the 
mastery of China’s internal affairs, is 
raging and now extends along a wide 
front. 

As near as it is possible to estimate, 
the front extends from Machang, south 
to Tientsin, on the Pukow railroad, 
across the country westward to Poa- 
tingfu, on the Peking-Hankow rail- 
road, thence northward to Changsin- 
tien, twelve miles southwest of Peking. 

Hostilities were opened at Machang 
with artillery. Almost simultaneous- 
ly cannonading began at Changsintien. 
Wu Pei Fu, who controls the Peking- 
Hankow railroad, is transporting 
troops from the Yangtze with a view 
to turning Chang Tso Ling’s west wing, 
located at Changsintien. 

Cannons Roar All Day. 

The fighting near Changsintien cen- 
tered around the river crossing known 
as the Marco Polo bridge. Peking was

Tn 1903 and 1904 Illinois had an experience with 
unregulated primaries and conventions which per- 
suaded many people that there must be a change 
in the manner of making nominations. There 
was a great fight for the Republican nomination 
for governor, Richard Yates, discarded by Lorimer, 
being then in office. All winter and spring the 
contest was carried from one county to another 
and all the interesting tricks of politics were played 
-to grab delegates. As material for political fiction 
it was colorful, humorous, and dramatic, but a 
great many people did not think that good govern- 
ment would come out of it. 

Therefore there was ah attempt to get regulated 
primaries which should bring some order into the 
‘selection of candidates and give a clearer field 
for the opinion of the voter in the making of 
, Generally in Lllinois a Republican 
State nomination is an election, and if the voters 
have been disfranchised in the making of the nom- 
ination they have not much to say in the election.

It was not the direct primary which was then 
considered in this state. It was the regulated 
primary which provided under law a method by 
which the voters of the state would select and 
instruct delegates to a state convention for the 
nomination of candidates for major offices. The 
convention was retained as a body of deliberation 
and decision, but it was expected that the dele- 
gates, honestly chosen and instructed, would rep- 
resent, as well as such representatives can, the 
will of the people. 

‘The laws which attempted to provide such a 
system of nominations were found faulty by the 
state Supreme court. There were, also, in conven- 
tions held under them while they were effective, 
several seeming incongruities. Candidates who had 
won the majority vote of the state had failed to 
win the majority of the delegates and were de- 
feated because in convention delegates voted their 
instructions. 

After this experience with laws which could 
have been sound in construction and practical in 
operation, in recording the wishes of the elec- 
torate as intelligently and honestly as it is possible, 
the legislatur@)was driven to the direct primary.

HER CRABBED HUSBAND. 
(44 HAVE been through a most ter- 
rible and exasperating experience 
| | for five years now with my hus- 
band. I was married ten years 
ago, at 25, to a man many years older 
than I and whose disposition it taxed me 
to put up with,” Mrs. Unhappy writes. 

“Finally he broke down completely 
and was in bed for weeks and weeks, 
during which time I cared for him as 
best I could. Nothing I or anybody else 
did pleased him and he was critical of 
everything nd every one. Full of sus- 
picion, criticism, and condemnation for 
every one, whether his family or mine. 
We had always to be apologizing to him 
for things he had thought we said or did

“ Fin he got better and went to 
work again and worked a few days—a 
few months; off months and weeks and 
up and down all the time. 

“Been to doctors and specialists and 
hospitals and sanitariums until I hate 
the sound of such places and the name 
of a doctor. 


“ During all these years he has lived 
what I call and what every one else calls 
an unnatural life. He is stubborn to the 
point of exasperation. Will sit down in 
a chair and drop off to sleep. If I 
awaken him he ofttimes—with an oath— 
demands to be left alone. 

“He will sometimes sleep a week that 
way nights, and I must cover him up and 
keep him warm and fix him as comfort- 
ably as one can a person in a chair. And 
when he awakens it is with a curse or 
an oath that he has to sleep that way, 
and all due to family troubles and wor- 
ries and the indecent treatment I have 
given him and caused his family and rel- 
atives to give him, owing to my influenc- 
ing them against him. 

“I have been advised by all the doc- 
tors he has had and by every one that 
knows him and has had any experience 
with him to remove him to a place for 
mental treatment, but how can one do 
that? One must do it officially unless 
one has quantities of money. 

“During all these years of mental suf- 
fering on my part I have been abused 
and beaten, times without number; in 
fact, I always have a black spot on my 
body some place from a kick or a blow. 
I know he has been terribly ill, and it is 
for that reason only that I have stuck to 
him ‘for better or for worse.’ 


**I feel confident if he would lead and 
live a decent, normal life—go to bed at. 
11 o’clock every night and rest and relax 
-at least, if he couldn't sleep—he would be 
better. It does not seem natural for a 
man to have a row with everybody and 
in trouble with people all the time. Sure- 
ly there are just as good people every- 
where today as there ever were: His own 
children have begged me to leave him, 
but I can’t, for he is ill.

OVERLOOKING THE WASTE OF 
LOWERED PROPERTY VALUES. 


Chicago, April 23.—Last November the 
city council passed an ordinance barring 
apartment buildings from certain sec- 
tions of the city. 


The validity of this ordinance is doubt- 
ful, as admitted by the corporation coun- 
sel in a communication to the counci’, 
although he thinks it will stand. The 
worst with this city ordinance is, how- 
ever, that it is detrimental to the city 
and will force up the rent and taxes. A 
zoning ordinance of his kind is all right 
for a medium sized city that does not 
grow very fast. But it is detrimental 
to Chicago, the largest in extent and 
the fastest growing of ‘any big city in 
the world. 


The enormous extent of Chicago makes 
the transportation system difficult. Fur- 
ther, the amounts expended for street 
paving, sewers, water, - sidewalks, light 
hiked, street cleaning, etc., are ab- 
normal. It also makes it necessary to 
maintain an enormous police force. 

If Chicago was covered with apart- 
ment buildings instead of the present 
mixture of cottages, lots, houses, resi- 
dences, flats, and apartment buildings 
it could get along with one-third of the 
present area and the expenses of run- 
ning the city would be practically one- 
third of the present expenses. The city 
can grow in population as much as it 
likes, but it must not grow in extent 
more than necessary. 

Cut out all restrictions, both new and 
old, as to erection of apartment build- 
ings and let our prominent architects 
take care of the beauty and harmony of 
the buildings. It is their business. It 
can’t be done by an ordinance and the 
city council is not the right body to do 
it. Let us make the change now, when 
there is time and not say “I told you 
so’’ twenty years later, when the dam-

“We found many families marooned 


on the steps of their homes unable to 


reach the highlands,” Capt. Anderson 
said. “When we arrived at Havana, 
Ill., we unloaded our boats and 
launched them in the Illinois river 
and went to Beardstown. We rescued 
about fifty-five families there. Then 
we went to Naples, where we rescued 
more than a score of families. From 
there we went to Pearl, where about 
twenty-five families were cared for. 

“At Kampsville we aided the flood 
victims on the 15,000 acre Fairbanks 
farm, which was under fifteen feet of 
water. Wei rescued all of the tenant 
farmers, who had sought safety on the 
roofs of their homes.”

With collegiate and interscholastic 
athletes of premier caliber from all 
parts of the country competing, com- 
bined with perfect weather and track 
conditions, record breaking perform- 
ances and attendance of more than 
20,000 spectators made further athletic 
history today. 

Eclipses Britons’ Record. 


The new world’s record was estab- 
lished by the Pennsylvania quartet, 
consisting of George Meredith, E. Mc- 
Mullin, John Holden, and Larry 
Brown, and supplanted by a full sec- 
ond the time of the famous Oxford- 
Cambridge combination, 7:50 2-5, made 
on the same track, two years ago, 
after a gruelling race. The contest 
of that year, however, could not com- 
pare with the struggle staged by the 
leading runners of today. 

Earl Thomson, the Olympic star, 
running his last big meet for Dart- 
mouth, captured the 120 yard hurdle 
race, run on turf, from a classy field 
of -hurdlers, in 15 seconds flat, equal- 
ing the time made by Salph Simpson 
of Missouri university at Franklin 
field in 1916. A few minutes later he 
went out for the discus throw and 
hurled the platter 131 feet 3% inches 
for another place medal.

tion of youngest member of the Amer- 
ican Olympic team in

It 
was a wonderful feat for a college 
team, and plainly showed the coaching 
hand of the crafty Gill, who develops 
winning teams year in and year out. 


Angier Sets Javelin Mark. 


The next record breaking perform- 
ance of national importance fell to the | 
lot of another Illinois man, Milton An- 
gier, who threw the javelin 202 feet 


9% inches, which shattered the Amer- 


ican record of 197 feet 54% inches, made 
by James C. Lincoln of the New York 
A. ©“ in 1920. The Illinois athlete was 
in rare form and in every trial tossed 
the shaft close to 200 feet. 

The honor of breaking another rec- 
ord also went to an Illinois per- 
former, Lloyd Osborne; one of the 
greatest all around performers de- 
veloped at the Urbana school since the 
days of Avery Brundage. Osborne 
cleared the bar in the running high 
jump at 6 feet 6 inches. This mark 
bettered all existing college records, 
according to Referee Knute 
Rockne, is a new national intercol- 
legiate record. 

Osborne has been jumping consist- 
ently all year fn both the indoor and 
outdoor meets, and has seldom failed 
to clear the bar at 6 feet or better. 
Conditions were perfect for his event 
today and he took advantage of them.

Arthur Cutten says that there are too many 
people who have no idea of values of grain 
or what the cost of production is. 


Export sales of 1,000,000 bu of rye have 
been made at the seaboard in the last two 
days. In some instances low prices have 
been made. There were bids for round lots 
of new wheat at Canadian ports and Chi- 
cago houses were said to have made large 
sales. 


A moderately bullish construction was 
placed by the grain trade on Broomhall’s 
summary of the world’s wheat position. He 
called attention to the fact that Russian 
acreage would be light this season, and tle 
loss of that country as a world’s exporter 
was serious, and if any of the other big sr- 
plus producing countries should have a crop 
failure the international supply would prob- 
ably be inadequate for the needs of im- 
porters. 


An effort is being made to have the barge 
rates on the Erie canal from Buffalo to 
New York reduced to a basis that will com- 
pete with the Montreal route and divert a 
large part of the grain shipments that are 
attracted to Canadian porte to United States 
ports. This would materiaily improve ship- 
ping facilities from the west, as Canadian 
ports, although capable of handling a large 
business, are too frequently blockaded, 
which results in serious delays. A message 
from Port Colborne yesterday said the ele- 
vators there were filled and 14 steamers 
awaited unloading.

visiting hairdresser. Then her head is 
immersed in a bowl of warm water— 
not hot. A lather is produced by re 
ducing a white soap to liquid, povring 
it over the hair and into the scalp, and 
rubbing. Three different lathers and 
rinsings are indulged in, then a spray- 
ing with lukewarm water is given, and 
a final rinse in a weak solution of 
white vinegar.

FP all the ways of making a salad 
piquant, the use of vinegar, al- 
though it is so indispensable, 
seemingly, has the least to rec 
ommend it, and the use of fresh herbs

mild piquancy to a salad, and it has 
been the combining of tomato and vine- 
gar with a mayonnaise that has given 
the latter a quality which has led thou- 
sands to seek for the recipe for thou- 
sand island dressing, which thousands 
cannot make because they cannot make 
its foundation, which is the mayon- 
naise. For this celebrated dressing we 
can get on with less vinegar for the 
seasoning than the amounts used in 
any other salad dressing, even that of 
sour cream uncooked, but that does not 
mean that in practice a tiny amount 
of vinegar is usually used. Vinegar is 
no food, and can destroy many a food 
value, but nowadays a version of the 
ancient saying is, “A tomato a Gay 
keeps the doctor away.” 


Less Harsh Than Fruit Acid. 


Today it is claimed that two table- 
spoons of tomato juice, even though 
of the canned tomato, will prevent an 
infant from having scurvy, and it is 
thought that one-half tablespoon of 
fresh tomato juice will do the same. 
Shall we use tomatoes in our salads as 
often as we can, and with as little vine- 
gar? I think we will do so if we are 
wise. The juice of the tomato is acid, 
and a milder acid, so it, of course, 
makes far less harsh an assault upon 
our digestive linings than some other 
fruit acids we take more freely. I par- 
ticularly refer to grapefruit. | 
The market now has fresh tomatoes 
the year around—at some price—and 
perhaps the price would not be so high 
if the demand were greater. From 
now on the fruit and vegetable stores 
will have them at reasonable prices, 
while tomatoes may be high at the gro- 
cers because of the proportionately 
greater waste of them there. 


It is more difficult to get piquancy 
for our salads with onion than it ought 
to be, for when the onion is used to 
perfection it is, as Stevenson has said, 
“the poetic soul of the capacious salad 
bowl.” He calls it also “rose among 
roots,’’ probably because he was a Ku- 
ropean, for in Europe every member 
of the salad clan is more highly appre- 
ciated than with us. The poorest of 
the Spaniards revel in stirring up the 
contents of the salad bowl, and just 
the other day I ran across the follow: 
ing translation of a Spanish riddle 
about the onion: 
The lady has many petticoats, 

But she has little pride, ba 
For the coarsest of her petticoats | 

She wears on the outside. 


Reasonable Delight in Food.

you quickly know that something is 
missing, if you have known that in- 
estimable something is always gives. 


The Salad Ceremony. 


Suppose our salad is of lettuce and 
cucumber alone, or those ingredients 
with a tomato or two, in order that 
we may be the more exceedingly spar- 
ing of vinegar. We rub the bow! with 
the cut end of a clove of garlic, then 
put in our lettuce, which has been 
dried and broken with the fingers, 
then slice, in our cucumber, and add 
what else we choose—some tiny bits 
of garden mustard and cress 
are most enticing—then we sprinkle 
all lightly with salt, add two table- 
spoons of oil for almost a quart meas- 
ure of materials, toss the whole well, 
then wet up a little paprika in the 
salad spoon, with about two teaspoons 
of vinegar, sprinkle it over, and again 
toss. We may have, though some peo- 
ple will not get, a salad that puts to 
flight all desire for a pickle and ulti- 
mately drives the name pickle almost 
from their vocabulary. This is a great 
appetizer. 

Of course, we can buy the pot of 
chives in springtime, and it is one of 
the cut-and-come-again plants, often 
growing up after being cut down with 
great rapidity. It yields the mildest 
of the onion flavors. 


Winter Pots of Herbs. 


We could do far more with pots of 
herbs for flavoring than we probably 
guess. All through the winter a pot 
of thyme, started from seed on my 
small balcony last spring, has held its 
own. It showed not the slightest sign 
of growth for months, until April 
came. Such things, we know, live the 
year through in frostless countfies, 
and if well cared for we may keep 
them in pots for our delectation. They 
are a quickener of appetite at times 
when all food seems unattractive. 

There are more reasons why we 
should take an interest in growing 
things, even when we have no gar: 
dens, than we sometimes think. The 
woman who is a successful canner wil! 
tell you that you indeed “spill your | 
beans” if you try to can any old sort 
of green bean, and in the case of al- 
most all of the vegetables there are 
some species that are much to be pre- | 
ferred to others, both for table and | 
can.

Our fathers,and mothers could bear it no more. In no flamboyant 
sense it may be said—and said with a kind of awe by one who lately has gone 
over many of the writings this book caused—that the whole world wept at 
Mrs. Stowe’s knee. Great hearted Charles Kingsley could not bear it. Fas- 
tidious Macaulay could not bear it, and that he could not provides the most 
accurate epitome of the difference between the mettle of him and that of his 
father, the old lion Zachary, colleague of Wilberforce in anti-slavery battles, 
that criticism could desire. 

But “ Uncle Tom’s Cabin” is not solely a wail of anguish. ‘Taking up the 
book after many a year, I was astonished by the spaciousness and the variety 
of it—the largeness of the canvas, the multitude of vivid characterizations— 
Tom, his wife Chloe, Aunt Dinah, Miss Ophelia, Augustine St. Clair—a master- 
piece; his wife Marie—a remarkable study in querulous, haughty, unfeeling 
femininity; George Harris, Simon Legree of the Red river, Cassy—another 
flaming sketch; Topsy— “the poor, diabolic, excellent Topsy,” as George 
Sand, who was enraptured by her, called her; and Marks the lawyer. These 
are all bold, veracious studies, any one of which’ would provide almost the 
makings of an average novel. Of this astonishing book, so populous, so vivid, 
so alight with variety and color and movement, it may, I think, be said that 
there is not a dull chapter in it. Duil pages there are, diffuse and tedious be- 
cause Mrs. Stowe, despite her command of narrative and descriptive styles 
that are sometimes truly prodigious, was not always content to. let narrative 
and description prove her case. She must be pointing the moral. To do that 
was to deface the tale. She was a great writer, but not a great artist. She 
lacked the genius of reticence. She wrought in all the media of fiction— 
pathos, humor, adventure, mystery, and most bitter tragedy—whe 
this book, ahd in them all she wrought so vigorously that ‘tis do 
that she thought she was making a great thing greater by reco 
routine of polemics. Even so, she could not much incommode the 
movement of the book. It has the epical proportions and the epical drive. 

Impressive as its variety is its enormous veracity. That it was neither 
extravagant nor venomous is now generally accepted by those who have 
studied the book as a historical document. The piteous episode of the theft 
and sale of Lucy’s baby had its counterpart in life, though the mother in that 
al case did not make away with herself.

In short, the best proof of the veracity of “ Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin” is the fact that its author, having endured abuse of the foulest 
kind when her book was a sword of flame, was well received in the south 
when she went to Mve there long after the conflict was over. 

The book went into twenty languages and around the world, but not be- 
cause it was a terrific preachment on a hideous barbarism that for nearly two 
centuries and a half had disgraced our shores. It was more than that. It 
wae—and it still is—e book that taught the dullest of mankind to hate all 
slavery, whether it be slavery to degenerate rulers, slavery to backward 
economics, slavery to caste, or slavery to cant, and its whole spirit is con- 
veyed in thirty-four short words from its thirty-seventh chapter—

Old Drury’s demolished auditorium, hallowed by 
a century of splendid traditions, had an air of nobil- 
ity. Its new interior resembles the lordliest of our 
English vaudeville palaces and therefore, despite its 
architectural beauty, is comparatively lacking in 
distinction. The only surviving link with the storied 
past was the paneled front of the dress circles, 
which is blazoned. with the names of Drury Lane’s 
immortals, Sheridan, Kean, Byron, Siddons, and the 
rest. Similar panels were a feature of the old audi- 
torium, but they did not include the name of Henry 
Irving, which has been added to the list. 

Performers at Drury Lane always have to speak 
at the top of the voice, or they would not be heard in 
distant parts of the theater, which séats 3,000 per- 
sons. Naturalistic acting consequently is out of the 
question. Speeches must be delivered orotundo. 
Gestures have to be sweeping. 

Intimacies of the dramatic art, oral or visual, are precluded from this en- 
vironment. The feast must be Gargantuan. The trend of modern drama is 
all in the cohtrary direction. Team, work is ousting the star performer. His- 
trionically and scenically, effects behind the footlights are becoming more and 
more independent of modulation and moderation. Producers, in order to 
enhance auditorial values, are reverting to the Elizabethan “apron” stage, 
projecting beyond the proscenium and over the orchestra well. The national 
theater of the futur® must take into account these desirable features of the 
twentieth century playhouse. 

Drury Lane often is unofficially styled our national theater. For the 
reasons given it is doubtful whether it can ever be so officially unless the 
equipment includes some device for reducing or collapsing the interior of both

The difficulties of producing a well made, well 
large as Drury Lane’s would appear insuperable. 
typical of those disadvantages. Every scene must 
be spectacular, with a full stage set; therefore there 
are inevitable suspensions, and a consequent loss of 
continuity, while one scene is being dismantled and 
its successor erected. So the needs of the drama- 
tist are inevitably made subservient to those of the 
stage carpenter. 

“Decameron Nights” is a poor play but a great 
spectacle. The story has little of the sparkle of the 
old Boccaccio and only a soupcon of his naughtiness. 
There was a repetition of the scene in which the 
general’s supposedly faithless wife is startlingly 
disrobed to the waist in the market place of Veniee 
—a scene interrupted by a timely eclipse’ of the 
sun—but the display of nudity was discreetly modi- 
fied at the premiére. 

An important feature of the new Drury Lane 
| plays is the application for the first time in Bnglan 
of a new system of stage lighting. This was 
successful that its results may be revolutionary. 
The sunlight and moonlight effects that were 
brought about were the nearest approach to the 
real thing that has ever been witnessed in an English theater. 

Play representation must be speeded up if the theater is to hold its own 
against vaudeville and the cinema. At the moment the only practical remedy 
| for entr’acte dreariness in the legitimate theater. would appear to be the re- 
volving stage. No London theater possesses that invaluable equipment. Its 
application here is limited to the London Coliseum, financially oné of the 
most successful vaudeville houses in the world, which owes a great deal of 
its popularity to a revolving stage that reduces the intervals between acts and 
scenes to a minimum. Directly an act is finished its successor appears, the 
scene having been set at the back and swung round to the front while the last 
performer is taking his call before the curtain. Thus the program continues 
with only one intermission through the evening. Patrons are given no time 
for rumination, no time to be tired. : | _ 

Belgrade Sets the Pace of Progress. , 

Swiftness of presentment in the theater, attained by some such means as 

those adopted at the Coliseum, would enormously enhance the attractiveness 
of drama as entertainment. We are likely to pay 
too much attention relatively to play writing as 
compared with stage mechanism. In the develop- 
ment and progress of the dramatic art stage car- 
pentry is as important as dramaturgy. Look at 
Belgrade. Strange that little capital of Serbia 
should be wider awake to the crying need of the 

' theater than cosmopolitan London, where we spe- 
cialize in spectacular shows. A new revolving 
stage has made its appearance on the Belgrade stage 
‘which seems likely to supersede all other inven- 
tions of the sort and put in the shade all collapsible 
cohtrivances and “apron” platform stages of the 
newer theater. 

Unlikg the Coliseum specimen, the model chosen 
for the Belgrade state theater revolves not on the 
surface merely but from surface to foundation, all 
in one piece—roughly, like a cotton reel. It is 
made entirely of iron except for the top of the stage

each of which can be raised or lowered at will. 

These sections, movable in a.moment at the touch 
,of the lever, either singly or in groups, enable the producer to build up scenes 
in tiers and terraces, which can be revolved in a fraction of a second. The- 
ater architects of London and New York may well be advised to keep an open 
eye on the state theater in Belgrade. 

There is a possibility that New York, as well as London, may eventually 
be privileged to house the important international exhibition of the theater 
which soon is to be transferred from Amsterdam to Victoria and Albert mu- 
seum, South Kensington. If that should be the case the value of the display 
will be greatly increased by the time it opens in New York, because the 
Amsterdam nucleus of exhibite will receive additions contributed in the two 
English speaking cities. ’ 

The project is being enthusiastically supported here. It is not a money 
making affair, or it could not be housed in a government building like the 
South Kensington museum. It is expected that the display will have a bene- 


ficial tendency in the direction of stage decoration and lighting. 


Covent Garden Opera Awakes. 

The traditional home of grand opera in England, Covent Garden, is having 
its traditional taking in of scenery and properties for a new season of opera 
after a vicissitudinods experience with thé movies. Grand opera collapsed in 
England after the armistice, and the period of recovery is not yet begun. 
The powerful syndicate which maintained grand opera in a blaze of glory at 
Covent Garden ceased to exist. Its work was carried on efficiently by the 
Beecham company, controlled by Sir Thomas Beecham. Sir Thomas expended 
much on the art he loved, but the times were out of joint for him as well as for 
*he Covent Garden syndicate, and the Beecham opera company is no more. 

Now a socalled British national opera company has entered the list, 
so-called because, most strangely, the work of British composers and libret- 
tists appears to have been completely ignored in its prospectus at Covent Gar- 
den. The company, however, has been winning laurels in the provinces, where 
it was recently established, so there may be unexpected power to its elbow. 

Meanwhile the oldest operatic organization in these islands, the Carl Rosa 
Opera company, continues to hold its head erect, although its activities usu- 
ally are confined to the provinces. :

And to 
this day tears rise in my eyes when I recall the needless cruelty of the younger 
Seguin, in running a heart patient up a long flight of stairs, that I might see the 
gasping of the gray-white mouth for breath, the flare and strain of her waxy nos- 
trils. F

night came. to pass. A doctor, whose patient she had been, was ig the audi- 
ence—pleased at first, then puzzled, then disconsolate.

Politically, Semites are like sheep 
before Nordic wolves.

Today France and England either ac- 
tually own or strongly influence the 
whole basin of the Mediterranean sea.

They 
came in with the Nordics. Look at 
Amenemhet III. 

I once examined some photographs 


of Russian soldiers to see if perchance |. 


I could find the types of these two men 
still living. One of the first soldiers I 
saw looked like Chefren. He had a 
huge revolver strapped to his hip, and 
stood apart from a marching column 
of bolshevik troops. There were many 
among the Russians like Amenemhet. 
The race of Egyptian Pharaohs still 
lives in eastern Europe. They died out 
in Egypt only because they intermar- 
ried with the natives there. The 
Semites destroyed them. They did it 
not with soldiers but with women. 

As far as Aryans are concerned, the 
surest way to bring destruction to the 
race is to marry those of other races.

Radio waves such as carry radio 
phone messages vibrate with extreme 
rapidity, generally above 10,000 per 
second. Such rapid oscillations are 
known as radio frequencies, amd are 
much too rapid for the human ear to 
hear. Indeed, there is no mechanism 
at present known that can be made 
to move this rapidly. Radio fre- 
quency waves are modulated in radio 
telephony, and it is the modulations 
that are heard in the receiver.

BACTERIA THAT FIX NITROGEN. 


ITROGEN is a vital element to 


plants. They must have it in 

some form in order to make 

more than the weakest growth. 
The air about them is three-fourths 
nitrogen, and yet if planted alone 
they can take none of it. Left to 
themselves they would starve in the 
midst of plenty. The ability to com- 
bine atmospheric nitrogen into ni- 
trates has been realized by only one 
group of plants, microscopic bacteria 


that grow on the roots of the le 


gumes. 

Beans, peas, clover, and alfalfa en- 
rich the soil because they harbor nt 
trifying bacteria. Legume and fun- 


gus life is in a sort of symbiosis and 


the whole world is the gainer thereby. 
Other plants get their nitrates from 
leguminous sources, and animals from 
plants. Meats are nitrogenous foods. 
Their vital principles at one time 
passed through the stomachs of bac- 
teria.

It tells an in- 
teresting tale. The Potomac basin is 
tilting, as if a huge axis had been 
thrust beneath it in the region of the 
great falls. As the substance of the 
land on one side plunges down, the 
other side tilts up. | 

When a plateau is thrust bodily up- 
ward, the streams upon it are violently 
disturbed. They are rejuvenated, and 
falls appear at the escarpment. The 
mountains along the upper Potomac 
are rising. Their strata ordinarily are 
not level, but are tilted, sometimes at 
high inclinations. They are the stumps 
of old ranges taking a new lease on 
life. They rise,:.-but as they rear the 
river cuts their edges back. The Po- 
tomac basin is peculiar in that its 
drainage bears little relation to its 
topography. Some of the smaler, 
weaker creeks have been forced into 
the new formed valleys, and are there- 
fore steep banked and young, but the 
main stream has been able to keep 
its bed clear. Along the headwaters it 
is ne uncommon sight at all to see 
high parallel ridges of hard strata 
set on edge like knife blades, a few 
miles apart. All of these are cut by 
frequent gaps. In each of these enor- 
mous gates a little brook is found 
trickling by from the land behind. On 
either side sheer, towering cliffs often 
rise, two hundred, three hundred, four 
hundred feet or more above that stream 
that gashed thet. 


Natural forces split rocks from their 
native ledges and roll them into the 
beds of streams. When it is warm, the 
ledges expand, and all the cracks in 
them are enlarged. Sand grains, peb- 
bles, and small fragments fall down 
these crevices and prevent the crack 
from closing when cooling time comes.

All year long 
they are at work, breaking rocks, roll- 
ing them downhill and into streams, 
where the currents seize them and use 
therm as gravers to scour beds through 
mountains.
